Our acconnt of the capture of Fernandina is neces-
sarily incomplete ; no military details can be furnished
in these columns, of any recent movement,

On the 1st of March the combined national foree ap-
pearad off Fernandina. The entrance to the harbor lies
botween two islands, Amelia and Cumberland ; at this
puint is situated Fort Clinch, an unfivished case-
nuited.work, with one tier of guns which had never
been monnted when the place was seized by the Reb- |
els a year ago. Two or three miles further in, ou the
gotit horn side of Cumberland Sound, is Fernandina ;
on the same side but nearer to Fort Clinch, lies Old
Fernandina ; the population of both places together
do +s not amount to more than ten or twelve hundred.
